The Baby farms of Chicago must go, and 
their removal will be the next work taken up 
by the Juvenile court. They are a disgrace 
to the boasted civilization of this great city; 
an awful blight upon child life, and should 
be driven out of existence,” said T. D. 
Hurley, chief probation officer of the Juven- 
lle Court yesterday: In mi nual report, 
now in course of 
several changes looking to * taking up ot 
this work, and I hope to be able ih the near 
future to inaugurate a war upon these places 
which will drive them out of Chicago for- 
ever. 

“ Hupdreds of children in Chicago are be- 
ing kept at baby farms,” continued Officer 
Hurley, where they are boarded by igno- 
rant and improper persons and kept in a 
manner which would arouse a public pro- 
test such as this city has seldom heard were 

e actual facts known to the people. Com- 
plaints without end are being made con- 
stantly of these baby farms, but the court 
is powerless to do anything now to stamp 
out the evil, because it has not sufficient 
assistance at present. 


Condemns Hoover’s Institution. 
Some of the cases which come to the at- 


are almost beyond belief. The institution at 
North Harvey, run by the Rev. George K. 
Hoover, is one of these meritricious ‘ baby 
farms’ that should be cleaned out. As soon 
as the Juvenile Court obtains sufficient as- 
sistants this will be taken up, and I can 
guarantee that in sixty days I can drive 
out every baby farm in the city,” asserted | 
Mr. Hurley, with positiveness. ! 
Going into the details of the case the| 
apeaker denounced severely the institutions, 
saying: These dumping grounds for un- 
welcome babies are becoming an evil which 
cannot be much longer ignored. They are 


part, and are the convenient instruments for 
those who desire to get rid of their offspring. 
Cases are coming to ig with great fre- 
quency where babies are Jeft with the keep- 
ers of the baby farms, their board paid for 
a few weeks, and then are deserted by the 
parents.

NATHANIEL J. BROWN PUTS OFF. 
TASK TILL DAY OF DEATH. 


Away After Making His Nephew Ad- 
ministrator of $500,000 Estate—Ha@ 
‘Ordered Two Testaments Prepared, 
Both of Which Were Held in Read- 


vor of Relative at Last Moment. 


Nathaniel J. Brown, one of the earliest 
business-men of Chicago, and a pioneer lum- 
berman, canal builder, quarryman, and land 
speculator of the middle Western States, 
died early yesterday morning at the age of 
88 years at the old Brown homestead in Le- 
mont after signing a will making his 
nephew, L. L. Brown, administrator and 
executor of his estate. valued: 
Attorney Herman Welk was a cand — 
the position, and had a second will — tor 
the testator to sign, but the decision was 
otherwise. 

The decision as to which will to sign was 
a dramatic feature of the aged testator's 
last days. The property is realty in and 
around Lemont, and in the limestone dis- 
tricts of Will and Cook Counties. 

Mr. Brown had been ill from dropsy and in- 
firmities incident to old age, and his death 
was not unexpected. As he was a bachelor 
‘with over seventy-six relatives the disposi- 
tion of his property at his death has for some 
time been a subject of deep concern. Mr. 
Brown was opposed to making a will. He 
declared that if he should sign a will he 
would feel that he had given away all of his 
property, and that he would have no longer a 
right to live, as all he had would es to 
other people. 


Orders Two Wills Made. 

But finally, Knowing death was not far off, 
the aged man had ordered two wills drawn 
up. The one was made by his favorite 
nephew, L. L. Brown, and it appointed 
him executor and administrator of the 
estate. 

The other will was drawn up by Attorney 
Welk, who for many years had been Mr. 
Brown's confidential adVisor and business 
agent. This will made a somewhat different 
disposition of the property than the one the 
old gentleman had ordered his nephew to 
make out. It named Lawyer Welk as the 


Both at His Bedside. 

On Wednesday night the doctors said Mr. 
Brown could live but a few hours longer. 
IL. L. Brown was at the homestead with the 
will made out in his favor, and Attorney 
Welk was there with the otherone. Theold 
man knew the provisions of each, as they 
had been read to him at various times in the 
last two weeks. He had almost lost the 
power of speech a few hours before he died, 
but his reasoning faculty was unimpaired. 
He lay on his bed, looking sometimes at his 
attorney and again changing his eyes to 
his nephew. The other visitors wondered if 
the dying man would finally make up his 
mind and sign one of the wills, or if death 
‘would slip in quietly, and too soon for him. 
Suddenly, toward midnight, the pioneer 
opened his eyes, looked at his nephew, and 
beckoned: with his finger. The will was 
placed on thg bed before him, a pen put in his 
trembling nigers, and he slowly and feebly 
scrawled * his name ‘at the bottom of the 
paper. The will was signed. 

‘A few hours afterward the old man closed 
his eyes, and, turning on his side as if to 
sleep, passed quietly away.

TRAGEDY AT NORTH HARVEY 


Mrs. Edith Norris, her 14-year-old daugh- 
ter, and her 13-year-old son are dead, and J. 
A. Norris, her husband, two daughters, and 
an employé of the family are believed to be 
recovering after three days in the agonies of 
poisoning by eating toadstools for mush- 
rooms. Mr. Norris owns a large stock farm 
in Thornton Township, near Harvey. The 
family ate the poisonous growth gathered by 
a farm employé for mushrooms on Sunday. 

When the father was aroused at midnight 
by the cries of his family and himself being 
taken in the grip of the poison, cried for help, 
there was but one strong enough to attempt 


to bring it. Thomas Norris, the 13-year-old } 


son! suffering as the others, mounted a horse 
and rode to Homewood. Delirous and faint- 
ing he reached a physician. He sank into 
unconsciousness after he had told his story, 
but was revived and taken home, where he

Heroic Ride of the Boy. 

At midnight Dr. Deps at Homewoed, three 
miles from the Norris home, was aroused 
by cries and pounding gt his door. Going 
down he found an unconscious boy on the 
porch before the door. Near by was a horse 
without saddle, and covered with foam and 
sweat. After many efforts the boy was re- 
vived, and he gasped: 

“Go to our house! They ure d dH,“ 

Then he became unconscious again, and 
while the physician prepared for the mid- 
night ride he revived again long enough 
to say that his father, mother, and 
sisters were in deathly pain, and that they 
had eaten müshrooms. Then he succumbed 
to the pain again. The physician hastened 
to the farmhouse, and there he found the 
members of the family writhing on the 
floor, and through the night he Wann 
to relieve their suffering. 

The heroic boy who had carried the mes- 
sage while he was dying was the first to 
pass beyond relief. Every effort was made 
to save him. The lives of four of the vic- 
tims were e by his midnight race 
death. 


j Taken III in the Night. 


The famtly ate the toadstools for dinner on 
They had been gathered 
during the afternoon by Robert Smith in 
the pastures of the farm. They had been 
sorted and washed by Mrs. Norris. They 
were served both broiled and stewed. Mush- 
rooms had been a favorite dish for the fam- 


ily, and, as they had often done before, both = 


parents and children ate heartily. The hired 
man ate also. 

The poison was slow in working. The fam- 
ily sat together for several hours and went 
to bed, no mention of distress having been 
made by any member. At midnight Mrs. 
Norris awoke in pain. She had scarcely had 
time to complain that she ‘must have eaten 
too heartily of mushrooms when Maud, the 
youngest daughter came running into the 
bedroom exclaiming: 

“TI am so dreadfully sick!“ 

Eva and Edith, her sisters, joined nie cry- 


ing that pain was driving them frantic.

Nothing is more hurtful today than the sugges- 

tions to children of differences between boys and 
girls. It is harmful to talk to your little boy of 
his girl playmate as if she were a sweetheart. .- 

Every home should have a rest corner where all 
the senses will be rested. Too many trinkets and 
frills in housefurnishings make children grow up 
with cross-purposes.

Victor Amadeus fo 
grandfather. King Victor 
was buried in the Pantheon at Rome, purely 
for political reasons, in order to establish 
the fact that the dynasty of Savoy had come 
to the Eternal City to stay. Like so many 
other buildings at Rome now converted to 
Christian usage, the Pantheon is an old 
pagan temple, built during the lifetime of 
Christ, and the huge domed ceiling, 142 feet 
in diameter and about 180 feet high, is lighted 
by a circular aperture at the summit. Be- 
sides being the resting place of burly, turbu- 
lent old King Victer Emmanuel, it likewise 
contains the tomb of Raphael, which was 
opened in 1883, on which occasion a cast was 
taken of his skull and hand. Infinitely 
preferable, however, is the Superga, near 
Turin, the fine stately appearance of this 
edifice being enhanced by its beautiful col- 
umns of different colored marbles. The only 
royal or imperial personage not belonging 
to the House of Savoy whose body rests in 
the vaults of the Superga is the late Prince 
Napoleon, brother-in-law of the late King 
Humbert. When he died at Rome he gave 
directions that his remains should be taken 
for burial to Corsica, the birthplace of his 
family. The French government objects to 
dead pretenders almost as much as to livi 
ones, and in the same way that it dect 
to allow the body of the exiled royalist pre- 
tender, the Count of Paris, who died in 
England, to be taken to the family mauso- 
leum at Dreux for burial, it likewise refused 
to permit the body of the Bonapartist pre- 
tender who had died in Italian exile to rest 
on French soil. Accordingly the coffin was 
placed temporarily in that particular por- 
tion of the Superga which is devoted to chil- 
dren born te the House of Savoy. Prince 
Napoleon was an immensely tall and pon- 
derous man, and the huge casket containing 
his remains among all the tiny coffins of all 
those royal babies who perished at birth 
conveys the fmpression in some Way or an- 
other of Gulliver among the Liliputians. — 
I do not think that there is any royal house 
in Europe that possesses so many places of 
burial, or the re ne ot which are more 
widely scattered. r there are tombs of 
Princes and Princesses of this ancient and 
illustrious royal family scattered all over 
Italy. France, Spain, Germany, and Austria. 
Inde. J, two of them are even buried in Lon- 
don. |

That Italy’s new King is not so imbued 
with militarism as his father is shown by 
the fact that while in command of the mili- 
tary district of Naples he did all that was in

Except Habitual Melancholia Shoots 
Herself Within a Week of Her Wed-. 
ding Day—Her Last Poem, 


Suicide on Wednesday at the residence of 
her brother, C. H. Graves, 6643 State street, 
wrote a poem dedicated to Death before 
she shot herself.

ELLA -REGAN’S LIFE ‘STORY. 


Unfortunate Girl Who Killed Herself 
by Jumping from Train Consid- 
“ered an “ Tncorrigible.“

“ Ella’ Regan. ‘the 13-year-old girl . 
was instantly killed by jumping from a train 
near Ottawa, III., was ‘incorrigible’ for 
years,”’ said Mrs. Martha P. Falconer, pro- 
bation officer ot the Children’s Home and 
Ald society, yesterday. 

The girl came under the care of the socicty 
in 1806, her parents having no means of tak- 
ing care of her. Ella, says Mrs. Falconer, 
was never in an institution for girls, but 
had always been taken care of by the society 
at one of its homes. Last November she 
was placed in the home of Charles Weber, 
who owns a farm near Tonica, in La Salle 
County. Four months’ stay there proved

Ella 
was returned to Chicago and placed ina 
household in Riverside, where she was well

Three weeks of life in Riverside, however, 
satisfied Ella, who determined to go back to 
the Weber farm. To get there, Mrs. Fal- 
cuner continued, she stole some money from 
the people who were sheltering her and ran 
away. On reaching the Weber farm Mr. 
Weber wrote the society of the fact of her 
return, and Officer William Meadows of the 
society was dispatched to bring her back to 
thecity. When Meadows reached the Weber 
farm Ella ran away and hid in the cornfie]@ 
for a day and a night. She could not be 
found, and it was decided that she had start- 
ed for Chicago herself.

FIRE CAUSES A PANIC 
‘AMONG GIRL EMPLOYES 
OF A SHIP CHANDLERY. 


Firemen Have Narrow Escapes from 
Suffocation in Putting Out Flames, 
Which Do Small Damage—Italian 
of Flat Scramble for Life. 


- At a fire which broke out shortly . 
noon yesterday in the building at 79-83 Indi- 
ana street, occupied by George B. Carpenter 
& Co., ship chandlers, there were some nar- 
row escapes from death. There were fifty 
employés in the building, including a score 
of. girls. As the girls were sitting down to 
their noon luncheon one of them saw a 
sheet of flame in the stairs leading to the 
fourth floor, and a panic followed. Among 


the last of the girls to leave the burning 


building were Sadie Everson, Cora Everson, 


: Alma Reinhart, and Agnes Reinhart. They 


were nearly overcome by the smoke, but 
quickly revived. 

Seyeral Italian families lived in the flat 
building adjoining the Carpenter building 
on the west. As the smoke from the burning 
bullding poured into the flat the occupants 
seized such of their effects as were at hand 
and rushed to the street. 

The first fire company to arrive on the 
scene was engine company 42, composed of 
Captain James McCormick, Lieutenant Louis 
Oswald, and Pipemen James Burns, William 
Parks, Louis Smoler, and John Woeful. The 
men ran through the smoke and flames with 

a lead of hose to the top floor of the building. 
They had been there but a few minutes 
when the smoke and heat drove them to the 
windows for alr. Pipemen William Parks, 
Louls Smoler, and John Woeful were almost 
suffocated and had to be assisted down the 
fire escape by their comrades. 

The fire started in a pile of oll suits and 
tarpaulins on the fourth floor and was con- 
fined to the southwest corner of the three 
top floors. 

The loss on the building is about $2,000 
and on the stock $3,000, fully insured. This 
is the second loss by fire the George B. Car- 
penter company has had within a few 
A the loss at the first fire being 8125. 


DWYER A CHICAGO METEOR.

Edward Leonard Dwyer, once considered 
to be a millionaire, who has just joined the 
United States marine service as a private, 
according to a dispatch from Herrisburg, 


had a brief and meteoric career as a grain | 


speculator in this city in 1886. The tele- 
graphic advices give Mr. Dwyer credit for 
attempting to run a corner in wheat but the

Only one 
or two operators here remember Dwyer and 
his. plunging operations, and their recol- 
lections are based on the fact that he cost 
them money. Dwyer may have been a 
millionaire, those who knew him say, 
but he ‘showed few evidences of his 
wealth while he was flying his kite in the 
local wheat pit. As the story goes, his specu- 
lative star was in the right ascendant for 
about a week, at perihelion a matter of a 
day, and the left declination followed sharp 
and swift.

up instead, and, the relators add, they al- 
most accompanied him.

Moliie Baird at St. Joseph, Mich., and was 
divorced from her on Feb. 21, 1890, at Cleve- 
land, O.; that three days later he married 
Minnie F. Hollister at Berrie Springs, 
Mich., no record of divorce showing in this 
case. The marriage with the present Mrs. 
Greenhalgh was performed in September, 
1896, at New Richmond, Wis.
